BERLIN, Aug. 25.—The paper mark 
gave an unprecedented exhibition of de- 
lirium today. Last night’s late New 
York quotation received here this morn- 
ing valued the paper mark at about| 
1879 to the dollar. But on the Berlin | 
Boerse, opening around the 1900 to the! 
dollar, the marla dropped to 2400 and 
some observers say even 2600 till noon 
.when a ‘hair raising reaction set in. | 
In a few minutes the mark rose to 1900 
to the dollar. Thence it improved sen- 
sationally to 1700, according to some ob- | 
servers. This did not last long and 
tonight the mark again was quoted 
anywhere from at 2000 to 2200 to the 
dollar. 

This record-breaking rise and: fall of 
the mark was attributed by insiders to 
the Reichsbank offensive in dumping 
dollars and other gilt-edged exchange 
on the market im an attempt to stem 
the catastrophe rout of the mark. 

The Wirth Cabinet held a meeting 
this morning, at which new futile pro- 
posals were presented to the represen- 
tatives of the Reparation Commission. 
Sir John Bradbury and M. Mauclere, 
thereupon started home early this 
afterncon—with empty pockets. 

The day's feature was a further har- 
binger of coming social revolution un- 
der the rapidly increasing. high cost of 
living pressure. Most Germans are in- 
creasingly feeling they are getting back 
to a war basis;not militarily but finan- 
cially, economically and socially. The 
trend is strongly in the direction of war 
restrictions, including rationing of food 


and clothing.

BERLIN, Aug. 25.5-Large forces of po- 
lice reserves were called out tonight to 
protect the city against eighteen com- 
munist demonstrations. ~ The meetings 
were called to protest against the doub-

2,000 for $1. 
Berlin is intensely nervous tonight.

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Wirth Answers Labor Demands, 


BERLIN, Aug. 25 (Associated Press). 
~—Prices are soaring in consequence of 
the collapse of the mark. Comment on 
all sides reflects widespread disquietude 
and the urgency of remedial measures: 
,Chancellor Wirth, addressing trade 
union representatives today, told them 
that he considered the introduction of a 
rationing system among: the German 
population, as had been suggested by 
the federation, depended upon whether 
the population stt1l possessed sufficient 
moral strength to bear it. The Cabinet, 
however, would re-examine all the ques- 
tions brought up by the federation, and 
only_ take final decision after” fresh 
negotiations with the trade unions. 

Increased duties on imported tobacco, 
coffee and other articles, the Chancel- 
lor declared, was considered necessary, 
as was the prohibition of the importa- 
tion of several articles. He explained 
it would be difficult to control traffic 
in foreign currencies because it was 
impossible to prevent illicit traffic. 
With ,regard to fixing a standard of 
German currency, as the trade unions 
had proposed, it would only be practi- 
cable if the reparations problem first 
was put on a reasonable basis, but the 
Government was willing to examine the 
question of an Internal loan on a gold 
basis. 

The German Federation of Trade 
Unions sent a telegram today to the 
Trade Union Congress in London stat- 
ing that the fall of the mark signified 
the economic collapse of Germany and 
the beginning of economic chaos. 


The consequences, said the telegram, 
will be incalculable to all industrial 
countries, which would mean for Great 
Britain increased unemployment. The 
telegram concludes: 

‘ Salvatign is still possible, but only 
on condition of immediate intervention 
bv the Trade Union Congress.”’

Flies Hold Up Fast Train

PARIS, Aug. 25.—The small fly 
‘which, owing to its short existence, 
is called ephemerid, swarmed in such 
vast mumbers on the railway tracks 
in, the Céte d’Or district yesterday 
that they brought to a standstill a 
fast train crossing a bridge over.the 
River Saone, near Saint Jean de 
Losne. 

The engine, traveling rapidly, 
must have crushed countless millions 
of these tiny creatures to death until 
they formed 4 mass like slippery 
jelly, causing the wheels to revolve 
on the rails without being able to 
pull the train. 

The average weight of a locomotive 
may be taken as 100 tons. One thou- 
sand epremerids weigh one-seventh 
of an ounce. Countless billions there- 
fore must have swarmed on the track 
to produce such an extraordinary re- 
sult,

RAPID CITY, S. D., Aug. 25.—One of 
the most dramatic man hunts in the his- 
tory of the Northwest came virtually to 
an end near here late today, when a 
posse led by Sheriff Wilson of Haakon 
County rounded up the four convicts | 
who escaped from the South Dakota | 
Penitentiary at Sioux Falls on Aug. 17. 
The pursuers killed one of the fugitives | 
in a running fight, captured two others 
and have ‘surrounded the fourth in a 
corn field. 

The capture_of the three and the bot- | 
tling up of the fourth beyond hope of 
escape came as a climax to a day of 
bloodshed and terror. The convicts, 
hunted night and day, afoot, by veter- 
ans of the wilds on horseback, by blood- 
hounds and. by airplanes, were making 
a last desperate dash for the fastnesses | 
of the Bad Lands. Near Stamford, S. 
D., as they were burning up the _ miles 
in a stolen car, the despéradoes ercoun- 
tered a band of armed officers. 

Getting the drop on their pursuers, the 
convicts fought them to a standstill, go- 
ing unhurt themselves and _ mortally 
wounding State’s Attorney M. L. Par- 
rish and shooting Sheriff J. G. Babcock.

Senator Bdge explained that the bill 
had been prepared by the bill-drafting 
Service of Congress. He said he did 
hot know whether such -a law as he 
contemplates is constitutional or not, 
whereupon Sénator Borah Informed him 
that he was quite certain the bill as 
drawn could not weather that test. 

Senator Sutherland wanted to know 
if Mr. Edge had any information as to 
the ‘‘ billions’’ of Government obliga- 
‘tions such” a bill would entail, and Mr. 
Edge replied that that would be a mat- 
ter entirely in the discretion of the 
President.. . 

The Edge bill, which was sent to the 
Committee on Interstate Commerce, 
reads: 


“That Congress hereby declares the 


existence of an emergency resulting 


from.the economic and industrial con- 
dition in the production and distribution 
of coal, and in order to provide coal for 
(1) the army, navy and militia .of the 
United States; (2) the Government of 
the United States; (3) carrying the malls 
and maintaining the postal service and 
the post offices; (4) the maintenance of 
commerce with foreign nations and 
among the several States, and with the 
Indian tribes, the territories and posses- 
sions of the United States: (5) the exe- 
cution of the laws of the United States; 
(6) the welfare and safety of the people 
o? the United States; the President of 
the United States, if he deems it neces- 
sary, and for such periods of time as he 
deems necessary, is hereby authorized to 
acquire, by condemnation or otherwise, 
any or all of the coal mines within the 
United States, and to operate such 
mines, and to distribute the coal there- 
from, and to employ or create such 
agencies as he deems necessary. There 
is hereby appropriated the moneys 
necessary to make just compensation for 
private property taken and to carry out 
the provisions of this section.’’ 


Borah Bil Up Today. » 


The introduction of the Edge bill com- 
pletely upset the coal program of the 
Senate, and the Borah bill, which was 
scheduled" for passage today, went over, 
as a result, until tomorrow. The Borah 
measure provides for a fact-finding com- 
mission. 

The Cummins bill, intended to give the 
Government power to regulate the min- 
ing and distribution of coal dnd to pre- 
vent profiteering, also is expected to 
come up for consideratfén tomorrow, and 
it is the hope of the Administration lead- 
ers that it will be passed before adjourn- 
ment in the afternoon. 

Party lines have disappeared in the 
Senate so far as the coal crisis is con- 
cerned. Senators Robinson and Fletcher, 
speaking for the minority, said they 
were ready to *‘ go the limit ’’ to find a 
solution for the perilous fuel situation 
now confronting the country. Mr. Fletch- 
er declared the hour was at hand when 
the country should know whether or not 
400,000 men in a single industry could 
dominate a nation of 110,(00,000 people, 
adding that he would sufport every step 
the President advocated to bring an end 
to conditions which-he characterized as 
‘outrageous and intolerable.’’

It appears that President Harding 
and his advisers feel that the railroad 
situation will permit a few days’ delay 
and that the necessity for action is not 
so acute as in the anthracite coal in- 
dustry. The program for taking over 
railroads, it is understood, does not call 
for seizure of all lines, but rather those 
unable to keep coal, mail§ and food 
moving. 

Production in the bituminous fields is 
now in excess of coal loadings, it is 
shown in reports sent out today from 
Federal Fuel Distributer Spencer's | of- 


ce. 

According to Mr. Spencer's daily bul- 
letin, ‘‘ coal loadings throughout. the 
country Wednesday are reported as 
being in excess of 18,000 cars. The 
United States Geological Survey esti- 
mates the current week's coal produc- 
tion at between 6,300,000 and 6,400,000 
tons. The rated production of mines 
actually loading coal on Wednesday 
amounts to approximately 5,900,000 tons 
per week.”’ 

Although the railroads are reporting 
increase! coal loadings, Wednesday be- 
ing the next highest day but one since 
the beginning of the strike, Secretary 
Hoover predicted yesterday that next 
week's production will best least 7,000,- 
000 tons, or within 1,000,000 tons of the 
country’s normal weekly bituminous 
consumption, Mr. Hoover also said that 
the fuel problem now had passed from 
production to one of the supply of coal 
cars and motive power. 

Roads that a*e able to meet the de- 
mands caused by resumption of coal 
mining and movement of the crops will 
receive Federal protection, it 
assumed. 


Labor's Opposition Expected. 


It appears likely that legislation call- 
fing for Government opération of certain, 
and not all, roads will be vigorously 
opposed by organized labor. Railroad 
Jabor has. advocated for many years 
Government ownership of the’ carriers, 
but whenever the suggestion of taking 
over a few roads has been advanced 
during the strike it has met with oppo- 
Sition from _ representatives of the 
striking shopmen. Such a course, they 
say, would place the Government in the 
réle cf a strike-breaker on 
whers the shopmen have made 
strike ‘‘ effective.”’ 

On the other hand, there is no evi- 
dence that the Administration contem- 
plates taking the entire transportation 
system of the country. All of Mr. Hard- 
ing’s utterances on railroad policies, as 
Senator, as a Presidential campaigner 
and as President, have been against the 
principle of Government operation of 
railroads. In view of this, it is gener- 


ally accepted that whatever legislation ; 


is introduced caljing for Federal control 
of transportation will be of a temporary 
nature and will avoid, as far as 
sible, any step toward the Government 
going into the railroad business. 
Encouraging reports of steady im- 
provement in the bituminous coal situa- 
tion were received by the Federal Fuel 
Distributer today. The -effect of a 
sharply increaséd coal production from 
fields recently reopened was manifest in 
the decreasing number of applications 
for emergency coal being received by 
Mr. Spencer. At the beginning of this 
week the Federal Fuel Distributer re- 
ceived great numbers of these applica- 
tions. With the resumption~of mining 
in various bituminous fields many of 
these applications have been returned 
and the applicants have been advised 
that their fuel requirements can be 
taken care of best in their own States. 
Indications are that this week's . soft 
coal production will be nearly 75 per 
cent. of thé country’s normal needs. 
There is every reason to believe that 
next week's. production will be increased 
measurably with a resumption of min- 
ing in Missouri, 
Oklahoma.

Reply of Shop Crafts. 
The following is the reply made by the 


shop crafts representatives in rejecting | 


the executives’ offer: 
‘““We have the proposal providing the 


terms which are suggested as a basis on} 
which only part of the men on strike on} 


certain railroads, may return to work. 
Consideration of a proposal of this na- 
ture must necessarily embracé a serious 


consideration of the cause of the existing | 


conditions and all matters leading 
thereto, as well as the effect of any 
steps taken at this time, as they will 
effect the welfare of the mén involved 
ana the peace, stability end efficiency 
in the railroad industry. 

“The strike occurred because 6f con- 
ditions intolerable to the men, coupled 
with excessive réductions in wages, In 
accepting thé proposal of President 
Harding of July 31 of this year the rep- 
resentativés of the men involved agreed 
to resumption of work without a settie- 
ment of either of the two remaining 
issues that were originally involved in 
the difficulty, namely, those concerning 
wages and working conditions. In agree- 
ing to resume wofk and leave these mat- 
ters to the Railroad Labor Board for 
rehearing, the men made all the conces- 
sions that should be réquired or expected 
of them in the interests of peace In the 
industry, the other issue involved in 
the strike, that of contracting out of 
shops and work, having been declared 
illegal by the Railroad Labor Board and 
all other Government authorities that 
considered the matter. The question of 
the standing of the men on strike as rail- 
road employes was not an issue until in- 
jected by the railroad managements, and 
only because an issue when the railroad 
managements reftised the terms of 
agreement proposed by President Hard- 
ing. 

“To accept or submit for acceptance 
the present proposal, that carries no 
visible guarantee of assurance of pro- 
tection of the rights or standing of thé 
men as railroad employés held by them 
prior to strike and earned by years of 
continuous and efficient service, would 
mean that we ask the meti on less than 
one-third of the roads affected to rfe- 
turn to work yielding to every demand 
of railroad management, receiving only 
such standing ag employes as might be 
grantéd by managements after their re- 
tutn or later determined by the com- 
mission provided for ith the proposal, 
and that the employés of less than one- 
third of the mileage now involved re- 
turning té work under such conditions 
would leave the remaining employes of 
more than two-thirds of the mileage 
out of railroad employment and by re- 
turning to work would in that méasure 
festroy the effectiveness of the strike 
as of today. Even on the roads rep- 
resented the proposal does not contem- 
plate the return to work of all men 
on strike. It only includes those who 
come under the heading of shop crafts, 
while it is known and agreed that many 
men othér than thosé coming 
this designation are at présent 
strike. ‘ 

‘‘There is no intent on our part to 
question the integrity of the offictals 
of the road now conferring, but it must 
be obvious to all that definite tion 
can be taken only on matters clearly 
defined in any proposal made. Our first 
concern must be the interest of all the 
men involved. We, the representatives 
of the men on strike, cannot recom- 
mend to thé men the acceptance of this 
roposal without delibérately sacrificing 
he interests of the men involved. We 
fully appreciate the help, interést and 
efforts of the transportation organiza- 
tion executives in their capacity as 
mediators, and we regret it if com- 
pelled to report to our people that their 
splendid efforts failed because of the

“The committee of mediators worked 
earnestly and helpfully with the carriers 
in an effort to bring about an accept- 
able adjustment.

“It is. difficult to imagine any 
fairer basis of compromise than the one 
developed. at yesterday's conférence, 
and agreed to by the carriers repre- 
sénted.

Mr. Jewell’s Statement. 


The shopcraft leaders after receiving 
the report of the brotherhood mediators 
on the failure of the negotiations, 


through their spokesman, Mr. Jewell, 
said: 


“The conferences have shown. that 
the group of roads Which have been con- 
at present make no con- 


céssions. They stand firm on the posi- 
tion of the Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives, which refuses seniority rights. 

“This refusal: of seniority rights to 
union men, it is now clear, is not for 
the purpose of keeping promises. to 
strike-breakers but solely for the pur- 
pose of disciplining the men for a legal 
and justified strike. This is a position 
which the men cannot compromise. 

To go back to work under such 
terms would mean defeat, when, as a 
matter of fact, we are victofious. The 
breakdown of equipment and shortage 
of cars and locomotives is now shown 
by Government statistics. It will be 
obvious to every shipper and farmer 
during the next few weeks. We shall 
be contént&to let the condition of 
equipmént prove that the railroads can 
not operate their shops with unskilled 
strikebreakers and bring the executives 
toa more reasonable frame of mind. 

“We do not blame the more reason- 
able executives who have evidently 
yielded to pressure. We believe that 
the next few weeks will enable them 
to bring home to their hard-shelled col- 
leagues the entire railroad situation in 
its grim realities. 

‘We can and will fight for our mini- 
mum terms and for a_ natton-wide 
settlement as long as the management 
can and will. In behalf of the pub- 
lic interest we have offered 
promise on everything but our exist- 
ence.. Now that we are compelled to 
fight, however, our victory will bring 
with it victory on all the issues fur 
which the strike Was called.’’ 

E. Sheppard, President of the 
Brotherhood of Hailway Conductors, 
who has been spokesman for the broth- 
erhood mediators, made public a letter 
sent to Mr. Jewell, Mr. Willard and 
Thomas De Witt Cuyler, Chairman of 
the Association of Railway Executives, 
formally notifying them of the futility 
of contiuing further mediation efforts. 
The letter follows:

‘Mr. B. M. Jewell, President Railway

‘Gentlemen: The undersigned,  to- 
gether with the chicf executives of the 
other standard recognized railroad labor 
organizations not on strike, on invita- 
tion of the repfesentatives of the shop- 
men and others on strike, which began 
July 1 last, offered their good offices as 
mediators in the controversy, with the 
hope that.a mutually acceptable settle- 
ment, might be reached with regard to 
the one particular question which 
seemed to be the only stumbling block, 
vis., the fundamental rights of men on 
strike and their seniority standing when 
they resumed work. 

“The offer was accepted, and an in- 
terview was sought With President Hard- 
ing and conference with the President 
were held oh the 12th instant, the ques- 
tion belng presentcd to him frofn all 
angles. he President met. a comnittee 
representing the Railway Executives As- 
sociation following his meeting with us 
on the i2th. Hé also met them on Sun- 
day, the 13th, but no progress toward 
settlement was made, but we were ad- 
vised from the White House that the 
eommi representi the railway ex- 
ecutives were _meet the chief

‘The nine chief executives alsoé me 
President Harding on the afternoon 0 
the 14th, and inasmuch as nothing had 
been accomplished at Washington 
meéting the mediators came to “New 
York and conferred with a committee of 
the Railway Executives on the 17th and 
18th instants, but these efforts brought 
no satisfactory results. 

‘‘ Fully appreciating thé seriousness 
of the situation confronting the people 
of the United States and with the de- 
termination to use every sible ef- 
fort and every ouncé of en at our 
command we requested a conférence 
with the entire body comprising the 
Railway Bxecutives. Association which 
was at oncé ar for, to be held 
in New York the 23d. 

‘“At this meeting we presented the 
subject as briefly t as explicifly as 
we could, and made a recommendation 
for consideration by the entire body. 
Coupled with the recommendation was 
a request that if it were not accepted 
we would be.glad to méet such members 
of the Executive Association as might 
look upon it with favor, or who would 
meet with us in further forts to 
reach a solution of the problem. We 
were later advised that the recommenda- 
tion was declined practically unanimous- 
ly but that the chief executives repre- 
senting 52 railroads with approximately 
85,000 miles of track, were willing to 
meet us to give further consideration 
to the subject. ~ 

*“ Conferencés with & committee con- 
sisting of five railroad presidents, ~~. 
fenenting this group were héld on the 
évening of the 23d, also two conferences 
on the 24th and again this. morning, 
without avail. 

“While the conferences with both 
sides were most pléasant, we found we 
could not present a recommendation ac- 
ceptable to both, because both pafties 
insisted throughout that their respective 
contentions were baséd on pfrindiplés 
which could not be set aside and which 
must be observed at all cost. :

‘“There is no doubt but the conditions 
that now prevali ‘ménacé the future 
prosperity of the country. We are faced 
with calamity unless something is soon 
done.

optimistic of a settlement, said: 

‘“‘ We have’done our best in this sit- 
uation.”’ 

Just after six o’clock last night there 
Was a Geherst exodus of leaders of the 
shoperofts unions and the non-striking 
railroad unions. Martin F. Ryan, 
President of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Carmen, the largest union in the 
Strike, before leaving. said: 

‘Our coats are off again. We have 
lost valuable time as a result of these 
| foolish negotiations. We are going to 
get the men on their toes, and this is 
going to be a fight from now.on that 
the railroads of this country will never 


sorget.’ 

‘We are now ready for a finish fight,”’ 
said Williami Johnston, President of the 
International Association of Machinists. 
“The time for parleying has passed. 
We have always been -willi to listen 
to reason and make péace if possiblé, 
but the arbitrary attitude of the exécu- 
tives in this maetier precludes any possi- 
bility of peace."’ 





Message to Strike Leaders. 


The telegram -to the strike leaders, 
made public by Mr. Jewell,- reviewed 
the miediation efforts that have been in 
progress here for thé 14st week, and 
added: 

‘The leaders of the so-called stand- 
patters among the executives have 
boasted that their stand would be the 
big gun that would finish this fight. 
They have boasted that as soon as thé 
men see how competent the roads are 


they would come funning and crawling 
back, begging for their jobs under any 
conditions that the executives chose to 
make. Are they good judges of men? 
The answer is for the men to make. 
Your officers, in your name, accépted 
the challenge they made. 

“We believe the railway executives 
are mistaken, and this mistake is in 
some measure dué to the fact that the 
news of the conférence and of possible 
peacé has deterred our mémbership 
from actively prosécuting the strike, and 
the executives mistake this well-in- 
tended inactivity for apathy and indif- 
ference. Despite the boast of the execu- 
tives, we know, and the Government re- 
ports show, that the number of . bad 
order cars and engines is increasing daily 
and at an alarming faté. With honest 
and adequate inspection énforcéd the 
number would be doubled overnight. 

“The best trains on all roads aré ar- 
riving latér each day, accidents due-_to 
défective equipment are increasing and 
causing ‘public alarm and attracting 
Government noticé. The strike is juSt 
how becoming really éffective. 

“Tf there was evef a strike that had 
every favorable condition surrounding 
it, this is it. If this can bé lost now, 
no strike could ever be won. We have 
gone the full Hmit in the interest of 
peace. If we must fight, we'll show 
we know how. Now that the issue is 
again olearly defined and false hopes 
of early peace dissipated the fight must 
be renewed with increased vigor and 
every man must do his full part to 
bring it to an early and successful ¢on- 
clusion.

VIOLENCE SPRRADS 
IN THE RAIL STRIKE 


Bombs, Explosions and At- 


tempts to Wreck Trains Re- 
ported at Several Places. 


READING TRACK TORN UP 


Main Line on Coai Division Suffers 
From - Two Dynamite 
Explosions. 


Special to The New York Times. 
SHAMOKIN, Pa., Alig. 25.—Sixzty- 
six feet of railroad track on .the main 
line of the Philadetpnia & Reading Rall- 
road near Trevorton were blown tip last 

night by two charges of dynamite. 
The track is used by the Mahanoy 


Valley oCal Company, one of the big- - 


gest washeries in the anthracite region. 
It has shipped an average of fifteen cars 
of coal to Philadelphid and other points 
every day since the beginning of the 
coal strike. 


_ State police and railroad officers 
who afe investigating believe the ex- 
Plosion to be the work of the I. W. W. 
Trevorton has beéeh the stronghold of 
this organization in Cumberland County 
for several years and many miners are 
included in its ranks. 

The point at which the explosion oc- 
curred is three miles from Trevorton, 
on the road between Shamokin and 
Herndon. Six large ¢olleries are located 
in the vicinity, all of which are known 
as washeries. Their coal is taken from 


the bed of Shamokin Creek by small 
boats. 


Shortly before noon today three State 
policemén arrived at the scene. Two 
came from Tamaqua and one from Wil- 


Hamsport. No ciue has yet been found 
as‘to the identity of the dynamiters. 


Violence at Many Points. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—The railroad 
strike reached the end of its eighth 
week today to the accompaniment of 
bomb explosions and extensive violence. 

Officials of thé Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad and county authér- 
ities were investigating an attempt to 
dynamite a railroad bridge near Spanish 
Lake, Mo., 17 miles from St. Louis. Al- 
though the explosion was said to have 
been terrific, little damage was re- 
ported. 


Earlier disorders at Jacksonville, Fia., 
were followed by thé aynamiting of the 
home of J. A. Williams, foreman in 
the Seaboard Air Line Railroad shops 
and a member of the City Council. The 
front of thé house was damaged but 
Williams and his wife, who were in the 
réar of the building, escaped injury. 

Following reports from a National 
Guard officer, Governor McCray of In- 
diana asked Federal authorities to in- 
tercede in Strike disorders at Garrett, 
Ind., where workmen weré threatened, 
their homes painted yéllow, and where 
bombs wére discovered. / 

An Illinois Cefitral subufban train 
running between New Orleans and the 
company’s shops at Harahan was stoned 
by a crowd, which dispérséd before po- 
licé affived. A passenger on the train 
was struck on the head by a rock hufled 
through a coach window. 

Proposals weré madé to United States 
Marshal McDonald by striking shop- 
men at Shawnee, Okla., to réplacé Fad- 
eral and company guards at railroad 
shops with strikers. Union leaders said 
if they were permittéd to take over the 
Situation they would afford proteetion 
to all workers which the_ railroads 
might import. Marshal McDonald re- 
plied that the ptoposal was impfactic- 
able. Chairmén of the striking shopmen 
said they feared furthér trouble at 
Shawnee under existing conditions. 

Quiet was réstored in the Chicago, 

Rock Island & Pacific yards at Hering- 
ton, Sp egos the shooting of a railroad 
guard by a fireman and a general sus- 
pension of work. State troops remained 
‘on duty, but the railroad guards were 
taking no part in patrolling the yards. 
Although operations were badly crippled 
passénger trains wére = running. 
Workman agreed not to object to the 
presence of soidiérs if company guards 
were withdrawn.

Composed of’ pearls as big as birds’ 
eggs in a double row was a diadem of' 
the Dowager Empress. It is shown in @ 
portrait painted by a French artist, 
with a big diamond in front and hun- 
dreds. of smaller diamonds to offset the 
pearls, 700 carats of diamonds and 
2,800 carats of pearvs altogether. 

A. seventh piece was a truly impe- 
rial diadem of the style one sees as 
a laurel wreath gracing the brows of 
royal’ Caesars, but here the laurel 
eee weight was as of leaves on 
the trees of jewels Aladdin saw in the 
wonder garden beneath the earth. In 
the centre there was a_ pear-shaped 
diamond an inch and a half long of sev- 
enty carats with a round_ stone of 
twenty carats above it. Of all the 
jewels we saw this was the most regal. 


Empress Elizabeth’s Diadem. 


The next was the diadem of the 
Empress Elizabeth, daughter of Peter 
the Great, which was worn by the late 
Empress at her coronation. One huge 
oblong rose diamond in the centre weighs 
125 karats and is without peer outside 
the fabled treasures of an Indian Rajah. 
Its full fire is lost because it is bet in a 
gold locket, which the tradition of the 
imperial dynasty forbade to alter. Above 


it there is a row of diamonds as big 
as a finger nail and below a second row 
of pear-shaped pendants, of which one 
is missing. 

The ninth piece aroused the commun- 
ist officials to enthusiasm for it the 
true emblem of agricultural Russta, a 
diadem formed of ears of wheat in dia- 
monds with one big stone of thirty-seven 
curats in the centre. Scattered among 
the wheat ears are fat chunks of: dia- 
monds gleaming in the harvest sun. 

‘This is the true wealth of Russia,’’ 
rays Begasheff, “ not platinum, or dia- 
monds wrung from the sweat of work- 
ers, but Russia’s own natural grain—her 
voblest jewel.’’ 

The next—what a shock of wonder— 
emeralds an inch long, eleven of them, 
in a pendant diamond necklace, hanging 
loose in their gold and platinum setting. 
The smallest weighs 20. carats, the larg- 
est 45. Uncut, just polished and pierced 
with gold pins, they gleam with green 
fire as a smiling workman spreads them 
| across his chest. : 
Catherine the Great spent millions of 
| dollars to collect these stones from India. 
| Since the days of the Egyptian Pharaohs 
they and the rest of the Russian imperial 
emeralds have known no equal. 


The Wedding Crown. 


Then a small ‘‘ wedding crown,”’ with 
a gold pin to hold it in the Empress’s 
|hair. Diamonds surmounted a cross— 
|six big stones. Its 2SQ0\carats are scat- 


\tered over a base of royal purple velvet 
in six half hoofs. 

As we examined it we were amazed 
to see two of the workmen sit down at

| For now we see the Shah diamond, the

cut and unpolished, rough and ordinary 
as a piece of rock crystal. But this is 
the diamond that hung on a silken cord 
before the Peacock throne of Akbar the 
Great, Emperor of all India.

_It is a funny feeling to slip this stone 
into your pocket and jingle it with 
your keys.

PARIS, Aug. 25.—Once more what 
looked like a big European crisis seems 
likely to fade into a debate among 
members of the Repatation Commission. 
Up until today the French have per- 
suaded themselves that Sir John Brad- 
bury and M. Mauclére were of exactly 
the same opinion about the value of 
the German proposals and that when 
they returned there would be nothing 
for the commission to do but resist the 
voluntary failure of Germany to meet 
her obligations and decline to grant a 
moratorium. But today rumors have 
reached Paris which seem to indicate 
that the two emissaries, while in per- 
fect accord on most of their findings, 
are not so as to the deductions and 
results to be derived from:them. Sir 
John Bradbury at least does not de- 
spair of a solution of the »present sit- 
uation being found which will satisfy 
at least a majority of the commission 
and prevent any dramatic action by any 
one power separately. 

A communique issued this afternoon in 
Berlin seems largely to confirm this 
rumor, for the two commissioners report 
that the principal object of their mis- 
sion, which was to discover the. exact 
position in Germany, has been fulfilled, 
and they do not in any way turn down 


the German proposals but undertake to 
submit them to the commission. The 
probability is, then, that when the com- 
mission meets elther tomorrow or at 
the .beginning of next week to consider 
their report, a debate will ensue on how 
the situation can best be cleared up—a 
debate which does not preclude the pos- 
sibility ‘that a majority will in the end 
vote the desired moratorium without re- 
quiring the productive pledges demanded 
by M. Poincaré,

decision by a majority is certain to be 
contested. One of the difficulties of the 
situation for M. Poincaré will be that he 
has always been the foremost advocate 
of leaving the problem to the ‘‘un- 
political’’ decision of the commission. If 
then the Belgian delegate decides in 
favor of a moratorium on terms which 
do not satisfy the French, the French 
Premier will be placed in the ungracious 
position of having to decide whether he 
is to contest alone the commission's 
right of decision. 

He has left only very uncertain lines 
of retreat for himself in the position 
which he has taken up and may find 
himself pushed by his followers into 
the road of separate action which there 
is no doubt he is not now overdesirous 
of taking. 

At the same time the tremendous 
fall in the mark, with its’ repercus- 
sion on French exchange, has created 
nervousness in the country which, what- 
ever opinions are held about German 
capacity to pay or German attitude 
towards paying, is certain to influence 
the commercial public against further 
unsettling of the situation if any sort 
of + Pee conference can be re- 
stored. 


Consider Conference a Failure. 


PARIS, Aug. 25 (Associated Press),— 
The Reparation Commission will hold 
a session tomorrow afternoon, immedi- 
ately following the return to Paris of 


the representatives of the commission 
who have been in Berlin endeavoring 
to arrange with the German Govern- 
ment for further guarantees for a 
moratorium to Germany. 

The members of the delegation will 
arrive at 12:30 o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon and report shortly afterward to 
the commission. 

Alihough both official circles and 
French reparations officlals regard the 
Berlin negotiations as hnuving been a 
commete failure, Sir John Bradbury and 
M., Mauclére are bringing with them the 
eleventh-hour counter-proposals subrrit- 
ted by Dr. Wirth, the German Chancel- 
lor, and which the British are hoping 
will prove acceptable. 

The details of these proposals are be'ng 
withheld by Sir John Bradbury and M. 
Mauclére. An outline will be given to 
the commission by M. Mauclére of the 
situation as it was found to exist in Ber- 
lin. He also will make knewn the other 
proposals made by Germany which were 
tentatively declined by the delegation 

The British will make every effort to 
avoid a direct vote by the Reparation 
Commission on the question of granting 
a moratorium to Germaxy, and may 
propose a further postponement of the 
decision, hoping in the delay that some 
solution which has not yet appeared will 
be arrived at in time to prevent Inde- 
pendent action by France against Ger- 
many. 

No official statement has yet been 
vouchsafed as to what the independent 
action of France may be, but generally 
it is the belief that it will be the occu- 
pation of the Ruhr region. 

The failure of the Berlin negotiations 
are attributed largely by the French 
observers to the attitude of Chancellor 
Wirth, who is said from the very com- 
mencement of the conversations to have 
displayed an unyielding point of view 
toward the question of granting further 
guarantees. The French observers as- 
sert that the absence from the negotia- 
tions of Dr. Hermes, the German Fi- 
nance Minister, was a serious factor 
toward the failure, since Hermes was 
keen to avoid a break with France and 
would have been willing to go much 
further than the Chancellor. It is also 
declared in French quarters that Dr. 
Wirth showed a lack of understanding 
of the problem, while Dr. Hermes is well 
informed on it. 

It is not expected that the Reparation 
Commission will take a final decision 
on the question at issue for at least 
three or four days: 

The French Government will take no 
aétion until after the Reparation Com- 
mission has made its decision, it was 
said in official quarters today, When 
the Commission's decision had been 
made known, ;the Cabinet will mect and 
finally approve of a plan of action which 
already has been drawn up. It was sug- 
gested by some observers that Premier 
Poincaré may delay the proposed penal- 
ties until the convening of the Chamber 
of Deputies the first week in October, 
in order that the Government may pro- 
ceed with its program batked up by a 
vote of confidence. 


Germany Offers Direct Contracts. 


BERLIN, Aug. 25 (Associated Press). 
Sir John Bradbury, British member of 
the Reparation Commission, and M. 
Mauclére, chairman of the Allied Com- 
mittee on Guarantees, who have been in 
Berlin discussing with German officials 
the question of guarantees by Germany 


for.a moratorium, issued a statement 
tonight prior to their departure for Paris 
to report to the Reparation Commission 
their observations of the situation.

French Refuse Gold Guarantees. 


On behalf of France, it was stated, M. 
Mauclére peremptorily rejected a Ger- 
man offer of a gold forfeit of 50,000,000 
marks with, which Germany -would be 
renalized in the event she defaulted in 
her deliveries. 

The latter proposal was at first op- 
posed by Chancellor Wirth, but he sub- 
sequently was persuaded by his col- 
leagues that it might provide a way out 
of the dilemma. When it was formally 
proposed to both the Entente representa- 
tives on Thursday, M. Mauclére pro- 
duced a telegram from Paris designating 
the proposition as wholly unacceptable. 

Although outwardly these discussions 
were represented as being of a wholly 
informal nature, intended primarily to 
afford the Reparation Commission the 
latest insight into German egoncmic 
conditions, disinterested onlookers, who 
viewed them from a comfortable dis- 
tance, thoroughly believe they brought 
home to the German Government the 
rather belated realization that Gerrnany 
cannot expect any measureable relief or 
accommodation in the whole complex 
range cf reparations issues until she 
‘has made some sort of peace with her 
most implacable foe, Poincaré. and that 
she now, as heretofore, 4s paying a 
heavy penaity for persistently omitting 
to take French psychology into consid- 
eration. ° 

Germany’s neglect to ‘‘cultivate’’ the 
French Premier 1s blamed in certain 
Entente diplomatic circles in Berlin for 
her inability to promote an accomodating 
attitude on th~ part of France, despite 
the unofficial and even occasional of- 
ficial moral support accorded her by 
British public opinies. A well known 
Entente diplomat in Berlin is reported as 
having suggested to Chancellor Wirth 
that the German Government dispatch a 
special envoy. *earire sume sort of sac- 
rificial offering, to M. Poincaré, inas- 
much as Germany was squarely. up 
against a case of ‘‘Hobson's choice."’ 

Through such condescension, it is 
thought in some quarters here, Germany 
weuld be making fresh and more prom- 
ising advances toward solving her rep-

DUBLIN,. Aug. 25.—The death of Mi- 
chael Collins still overshadows the coun- 
try. Remarkable scenes were witnessed 
in Dublin today when the body, lying in 
state in the City Hall, was visited 
throughout the day by thousands of 
citizens. 

The doors of the City Hall were 
thrown open to the general public at 9 
o'clock this morning to afford them an 
opportunity of viewing the body of the 
dead leader in the open coffin in the 
central hall. A large crowd had patient- 
ly awaited the opening hour, the queue 


gradually increasing in length for half 
a mile before 12 o’clock. Meantime the 
flowin streameé of people. passing 
through the central hall, entering at.the 
Castle Streetyentrance and emerging on 
Cork Hill, was allowed to pass close by 
the coffin from which the lid had been 
removed. 

The people were able to see the fea- 
tures of the chief in death. Men, women 
and children passed in the moving line. 
Touching scenes were witnesses, many 
weeping as they walked reverently past, 

| the coffin. 


At the head of the coffin stands a tall |" 


crucifix. Around the catafalque are six 
large lighted candles. The dead léader 
lies garbed in his military uniform, a 
small crucifix and rosary beads in his 
clasped fingers. Four officers stand at 
attention, two at the head and two at 
the foot of the coffin. Some beautiful 
wreaths lie against the side of the 
inner barriers and on the barriers 
hangs the lrish tri-color, which had 
been lying on the coffin before the re- 
; moval of the lid. Beyond the outer bar- 
riers four soldiers, with bared heads, 
rest on arms reversed. The statue of 
O'Connell and other statues and busts 
are draped in black.

It had been 
feared that the insurgents in abandon- 
ing Waterville might so injure the ma- 
| chinery as to delay resumption of ser- 
vice for some time. The company ex- 
pects to resume full operation within 
two or three days. 

Whether the landing station of the 
Western Union Company at Valentia, 
which is only a_ short distance from | 
Waterville, had also been recovered by } 
the Free State troops could net be 
learned last night. 

The Free State troops which were op-} 

erating in the northern part of County 
Kerry had been expected daily to re-| 
jease both the Waterville and Valentia 
stétions. The entire peninsula on which 
the cable stations are is reported to have 
been brought under the control of the 
regular army. 
' Cable officials here were relieved at 
the news -that the insurgents had not 
materially damaged the Waterville 
station. The machinery for receiving 
;}and transmitting messages is so delicate 
that very little damage would have been 
required to throw it out of adjustment 
and cause séveral weeks’ delay for re- 
pairs. 

Trans-atlantic cable service has been 
seriously crippled for nearly three 
weeks as a result of the action of the 
Irish insurgents. Seizure of the Water- 
| Ville station halted the entire trans- 
jatlantic system of the Commercial 
Company. The seizure on Aug. 7 of the 
Western Union Company's Valentia sta-

ITALY OFFERS HELP 


TO AFREE AUSTRIA 


Schanzer Also Promises Sunport — 


When Austrian Question 
Comes Before League. 


ITALIANS OPPOSE A UNION _ 


But Are Unwilling That Little En- 
tente or Germany Should © 
Absorb the Country. 


VERONA, Italy, Aug. 25 (Associated 
Press).—The inviolability of Austrian 
territorial integrity and the maintenance 
of her autonomy under existing treaties 
are essential pre-requisites for Italian 
financial agsistance. r 

This was the declaration made by the 
Italian Foreign Minister, Carlo Schan- 
zer, at the meeting here today_ between 
Italian representatives and the Austrian 
Chancellor, Dr. Seipel; Herr Segur, the 
Austrian Minister of Finance, and Herr 
Kwiatkokski, the Austrian Minister to 
Italy." 

Signor Schanzer said that Italy was 
willing to contribute as her ability al- 
lowed and that she was ready to re- 
sume the negotiations inaugurated dur- 
ing the Genoa conference for the con- 
summation of a commercial treaty be- 
tween Italy and Austria. The Italian 
Foreign Minister also promised that help 
would come from Italy when Austria’s 
condition would be ‘discussed at the 
meeting of the League of Nations in 
September and an effort made to find 
a satisfactory solution for the present 
Austrian troubles. — 

Dr: Seipel gave a detailed account of 
his country’s piight: : 
In an interview with the local newspa- 
per Arena, Signor Schanzer today dep- 
recated exaggeration of the importance 
of the visit to Italy of Dr. Seipel, and 
especially the newspaper talk about an- 
nexation or the fusion of Austria with 

Italy. 

The Itatian policy concerning Austria, 
the newspaper quotes the Foreign Min- 
ister as saying, is based on a situation 
of credit by the Treaty of St. Germain 
and the Italian Government is firmly 


determined to do nothing contrary to the 
views of its allies. Italy could not re- 
main inactivé in the face of the eco- 
nomic collapse of Austria, but the whole 
matter has been referred-to the League 
of Nations and Italy will abide by the 
decision of that budy. 

Signor Schanzer added that the ques- 
tion of a customs union would be care- 
fully examined, and said that any re- 
sult arising from th2 conference with 
the Austrian. Chancellor would be re- 
ferred to the Italian Cabinet. 

By a strange coincidence, the meeting 
between the-Italian representatives an 
the Austrian occurred exactly a hundred 
years after the Congress of Verona in 
1822. At that time Prince Metternich, 
the Duke of Wellington, the Emperor 
and Empress of Austria met here. 

Dr. Seipel and his associates, before 
the meeting, went about the city_sight- 
seeing. Every corner seemed to be full 
of associations with Austrian history. 


Italo-Austrian Union Unlikely.

ROME, Aug. 25.—All Italian eyes to- 
day are turned tqward Verona, which 
was once the headquarters of Radetzky, 
the hardést of all Austrian tyrants in 
Italy, where today the Austrian Chan- 
cellor, Dr. Sefpel, and his Minister of 
Finance, Dr. Segur, were received with 
a show! of the greatest cordiality, indeed, - 
with the sincere desire that everything 
be done to help Austria out of her pres- 


ent situation. > 

Excessive importance has been almos 
everywhere attached to the Verona 
meeting, some quarters even openly sug- 
gesting that annexation is contemplated, 
while as a matter of fact nothing is fur- 
ther removed from the thoughts or -in- 
tentions of the Italian Cabinet. 

In the first place, public opinion in 
Italy is almost unanimously against it, 
the feeling being that Italy has plenty 
of troubles of her own without shoulder- 
ing those of her neighbors. France is 
against it, because it conflicts with her 
aims of creating a powerful Little En- 
tente. Czechoslovakia and Jugoslavia 
are against it, because it would render 
impossible their dreams of a “ terri- 


| torial corridor ’’ through Austria uniting 


these two countries. 

All these considerations, however, do 
not affect tre fact that it would be in 
the interests of every one concerned 
and of Europe generally to put Austria 
on her feet again. 

The problem falls under two separate 
and well-defined sections, one economic 
and the other political, bith each is so 
intimately bound up with the other 
that they cannot be considered sepa- 
rately. 

Austria’s economic situation is so 
desperate that it is everywhere felt that 
something must be done and done 
quickly in order to prevent Austria’s 
sinking to the level of Russia. As it is 
impossible for a State of 6,000,006 in- 
habitants, 2,000,000 of whom live in one 
single city, to exist completely cut off 
from all neighbors, it is obvious that 
Austria must throw in her lot with one 
of the powerful combinations surround- 
ing her. 

She has, therefore, the choice of Gere 
many, the Little Entente or Italy. 
France, strong in the right conferred 
upon her by existing treaties, opposes, 
in -fact forbids, union with Germany. 
Italy, uneasy at the anti-Italian lean- 
ings of the increasingly powerful Little 
Entente, looks with disfavor on the 
strengthening of that combination by 
the addition of Austria. There remains 
the possible solution of an Italo-Aus- 
trian union. 

This solution, however, 
sible is hardly feasible. 

In order to consider the best means 
to solve this problem Signor Schanzer 
and Dr. Seipel are conferring at Ve- 
rona. In view of the violent opposition

LOCKED UP ON WEDDING EVE 


R. J. Atherley Accused of Makiing 
Fortune by Counterfeiting

With the arrest yesterday afternoon 
of R. J. Atherley, 24 years old, who 
maintains an engraving establishment at 
110 East Twenty-third Street, and the 
seizure of about thirty-five glectrotype 
plates for counterfeiting physicians’ 
liquor prescriptions and watermarks in 
paper for counterfeit liquor withdrawal 
permits, Federal prohibition officials be- 
lieve they have discovered the main 
source of the supply of plates from 
which spurious liquor permits and pre- 
scription blanks are printed. This is 
the largest seizure of such plates thus 
far, the officials said, and other ar- 
rests are exected today. Atherley, who, 
the agents said, was to have been mar- 
ried today. was locked up at the East 
Sixty-seventh Street police station. 

Agents Charles Guttman and Harry 
Drescher of Director Day’s. staff, re- 
ceived a tip at 1:30 o'clock that caused 
them to visit Atherley’s office. They 
have been on the trail of fake pre- 
seription blanks for months. These 
blanks, made up in books of 100, sold 
from $7 up to as high as $50, the agents 
said. 

At Atherley’s place, the agents said, 
they found a young girl and two boys 
in charge, who explained that Atherley 
Was out making his wedding arrange- 
ments. While waiting for Atherley to 
show up, Guttman is said to have 


on Atherley’s desk. The agent seized 
them and called the Superintendent of 
the building, who unlocked a door to 

a room in which a box of the plates 
was found. He told the agents that 
Atherley had given him the box earlier 
in the day to keep until he returned 
from his honeymoon trip. These plates 
also were seizcd by the agents. The 
agents told Chief Enforcement agent 
John S. Parsons that the plates, were in- 
tended to sell for $100 each. 

The agents told Chief Parsons also 
that Atherley had a ‘direct wire con- 
nection from his office to that of a 
printing establishment on West Thir- 
teenth Street. They hope to learn more 
today about the transactions over this 
wire. 

In giving his pedigree last night at the 
East Sixty-seventh Street Station, Ath- 
erley gave his home as. the Bronx 
Branch of the Y. M. C. A. The agents 
learned that Atherley had been and 
probably still was the manager of the 
Harlem Branch of the Progress Photo- 
Engraving and Electrotype Company 
at 290 Lenox Avenue. The charge en- 
tered against the young man is counter- 
feiting. 

Atherley was trying last night to get 
Commissioner Hitchcock to come down 
to the Station House and accept bail 
in $5,000 fé6r his appearance at the Fed- 
eral Building today. He is represented 
by David S.: Wolfson, attorney of 290 
Lenox Avenue. Neither Atherley nor 
his attorney would make any statement 
regarding the charge. The prohibition 
agents asserted that Atherley had made 
a fortune fn handling plates for mak- 
ing counterfeit Government pavers. 
Atherley, the agents said, denied he 
was wealthy.

The Senator said the claim that it 
Was necessary to drill wells in the Tea- 
pot reserve, was not worthy of serious 
consideration, inasmuch as any asser- 
tion of such drainage for an area of 
greater than ten acres never had been 
substantiated by scientists. He added 
that, ‘‘of all the myths and fables con- 
structed by the Secretary of the In- 
terior’' in defense of the lease, none had 
less real substance than that concerning 
drainage. ~ 

Public attention, he asserted, again 
had been attracted to the Teapot Dome 
incident by the recent sending of a de- 
tachment of marines there to eject a 
drilling crew. This action, he added, 
was done’ with the approval of the 
President, but added it was ‘‘inexcus- 
able’ and was done over the protests of 
the State authorities. The Federal Gov- 
ernment, he said, had had no trouble 
since the Reserve was first set aside in 
keeping drillers out, and declared it 
would have had no trouble in the fu- 
ture, despite arguments to the contrary 
by Federal officials here. ‘ 

In an analysis of the contract given

to thorough tests.

A rather pessimistic view of Mr, Pros-

‘As described to me,’’ said Mr. Ben- 
‘‘this water and ofl process 
simflar to that used by our gas com- 
yanies today in the manufacture 
illuminating gas.

The 
inventor must overcome this plant®cost 
before he has anything very practical 
in either a heat or power energy.”’ 

A. C. Lesecarcoura, managing editor 
of The Scientific American, said: 

‘““A great many people at various 
have had the idea of trying to 
make water serve as fuel for the rea- 
son, as everybody knows, that water 
contains hydrogen and oxygen. The 
reat problem heretofore, however, has 
een the separation of the hydrogen 
from the oxygen in the water. A cate- 
lyzer has been employed, and _hertofore 
the only one successfully employed has 
been an electric current passed through 
the water. 


Editor Awaits Proof. 


““'The rub in this method, however, has 
been that so much current was neces- 
sary that it proved far too expensive to 
separate hydrogen and oxygen by this 
method. If this man has separated 
hydrogen and oxygen, in the way he 
asserts he has, by the exerting of tre- 
mendous heat—then he has done a won- 
derful thing. But this remains to be 
proved.”’ i

| TORONTO USING WATER GAS. | 


Government Experimenting With 
Device Similar to Prosser’s Invention

TORONTO, Ontario, Aug. 25.—There is 


Installed in a Federal Government build- 
ing here a ‘‘ water gas’’ heating sys- 
tem, or rather a ‘‘ water gas’’ burner 
connected with an old het water heat 
distribution system. Federal Government 
engineers put it through a severe test 
before {it was put in as the permanent 
system. 

The report on the new heating system 
has not been made public, but as the 
firm, which prefers at present to be un- 
named, has been asked to state a price 
on ofher public buildings, including the 
post office, it is a safe assumption that 
the engineers have reported favorably. 
The heat is produced by breaking up 
water by superheating and by ening 
these products. with a slightly refine 
oil which burns upon ignition, consum- 
ing all the carbon without waste or by- 
product. 

It is stated by the local inventors that 

has already proved its use for big 
eating plants. The saving over coal’is 
estimated at 50 per cent. with present 
prices of oil. 

The pressure used in the local system 
is water pressure. With the perfection 
of safety and control apparatus upon 
which Toronto men are engaged, a water 
gas burning system for ordinary houses 
will be completed soon, it is declared. 
The inventién of the Toronto men at 

resent engaged in the work was the 
investigation during the war, but hos- 
tilities ceased before any definite results 

been. obtained. The Government 
authorities immediately took up their 
investigations for heating purposes, par- 
ticularly for large public buildings. The 
report of these investigations has not 
yet been made available to the public.

Ambassa- 
dor Houghton today received the follow- 
ing telégram: ‘The undersigned, an 
American citizen, Oscar Haas of Brook- 
lyn, passport number 168,739, in transit 
from Warsaw to America, was beaten 
up and robbed in Kattowitz, Polish 
Silesia. I was unable to obtain protec- 
tion from the Polish police, although I 
identified myself as an American. The 
police officials likewise beat and robbed 
me. I have fled to Beuthen. Request 
| immediate protection.” 

The American Embassy here immedi- 
ately wired Haas to get in touch with 
American Consul Kale at Breslau, and 
at the same time wired Kale to inves- 
tigate “he case.

Fogarty, President of the Hyde Park 
Improvement Association, and a dele- 
ation of property holders in the Flat- 
ands Section, Brooklyn, that the de- 
struction of the street by the clamshell 
steamshovels of McVeigh & McCrodden, 
sandpit operators, had been going on 
unchecked for months, in spite of pro- 
tests to the Brookiyn Borough Presi- 
dent, to the Corporation Counsel, to 
Commissioner of Accounts David Hirsh- 
field and to Mayor Hylan personally. 
Mr. Fogarty and his delegation 
charged not only that the highway 
called Schenectady Avenue was being 
torn up for the sake of the sand un- 
derlying it, but that thirteen acres of 
valuable residential property was being 
illegally destroyed in the digging of the 
sand-pit. It was asserted to District 
Attorney Ruston that a number of acre- 
ages in Brooklyn had been taken ‘over 
as sand-pits two years ago, under a 
scheme worked out by John T. Hettrick, 
the twice convicted inventor of the 
“‘Hettrick Code of Practice,’’ to over- 
come the legal difficulties involved in 
scooping holes in city property. 
Through political influence, it is 
charged, arrangements have been made 
for the dumping of ashes, collected by 
the Street Cleaning Department, to re- 
fill the sandpit, for which the city is 
to pay $1 a load. 
Alvan McVeigh of the ecntrenting'| 
firm made this statement last night: | 
‘*In the first place, there is no law 
which interferes with the use of private 
property within the city for a sanapit. 
We have a perfect right to use property 
owned or leased by us for that purpose. 
It is true that we did scoop up. a part | 
of Schenectady Avenue, but that was 
accidental. The fact that the avenue 
had been officially opened was not 
known to us when-we took the lease.

SAYS BLOW KILLED — 
CHAINED MAN AT SEA 


Ship’s Doctor Testifies Skipper 
Admitted Striking Pantryman 
in Self-Defense. 


MANACLED AND IN THE HOLD 


Witness Tells of Baxter’s Death at 
Hearing on Charge Against 
Captain Miles. 


Testifying yesterday before United 
States Commissioner S. M. Hitchcock 
at a hearing into the charge that Cap- 
tain George H. Miles of the United 
States Shipping Board steamship Presi- 
dent Van Buren had killed H. G. Bax- 
ter, ship's pantryman, on the high seas, 
Dr. George P. Farquhar, who was the 
ship’s surgeon, attributed Baxter’s 
death to a blow on the solar plexus, 
Answering a question later, he said the 
Captain had told him that he had 
struck the pantryman on the solar 
plexus. The complainant against Cap- 
tain Miles is Assistant United States 
District Attorney G. Tarleton Gold- 
thwaite. He made his formal charge 
on “information and belief’ after sev- 
eral dafs spent in hearing the evidence 
against the skipper. 

Baxter died on June while the 
President Van Buren was on her way | 
from New York to London. The charge 
was first.made by a committee of ee 
crew who called upon the American | 
Consul General in London. The Con-| 
sular office referred the whole matter 
back to the Federal authorities here. 
As a result of his examination of wit- 
nesses Mr. Goldthwaite charged Cap- 
tain Miles with having beaten the pan- 
tryman while the latter was manacied 
and chained to a stanchion in the hold. 

Dr. Farquhar was the only witness 
examined yesterday. He testified that | 
when Baxter was signed on as a mem- 
ber of the crew he had examined him | 
and found his physical condition ex- | 
cellent.

‘‘That morning I noticed a red mark 


about half an inch wide and six inches 
ldéng under the man’s left shoulder. His 
wrists, because of the pressure of the 
handcuffs, were slightly gangrenous.’’

SENATORS FORECAST: 


CHEAPER GASOLINE 


Investigators Say the Consum- 
er Should Benefit by Cut in 
Crude Oil Price. 


INDEPENDENTS SQUEEZED 


Committee Says Violent Fluctua- 
tions Will Bring Disaster to 
Small. Producers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Further 
reduction of the price of gasoline was 
forecast. today in a preliminary report 
»by the special Senate committee in- 
vestigating the industry. The predic- 
tion. was based: on the recent ‘cut in 
the: price of crude oil, which, it wae 
Said, reasonably might be expected to 


be. reflected in the cost to the ultimate 
consumer of the. refined product. 

At the same time the committee held! 
that small oil producers: and refiners 
Were getting the worst of it under the 
present organization of the industry, 
because of violent price fluctations 
which have followed control of a 
large Percentage of stocks by the 
larger companies. A continuation of 
this system, the report said, must 
“spell disaster’’ to small indepen- 
dent’ concerns, which really produce 
more than half the nation’s crude oil. 

Referring to current gasoline prices, 
the committee reported that an analy- 
sigs of the statements of witnesses; 
would make it ‘‘seem reasonable to 
expect a further lowering of the price 
of gasoline as a result of cutting the 
Price of crude from $2.00 to $1.25 a 
barrell.’’ This expectation was based, 
said the report, on explanations be- 
fore the committee that the recent de- 
cline of two cents a gallon in gasoline 
had resulted from a previous cut in 
the price of crude and further that 
many of the refiners still were using 
stocks of crude bought at prices higher 
than present quotations. 

The preliminary report explained 
that ‘‘the full significance of the price 
changes in crude oil as well as in its 
products is reserved for further con- 
sideration.’’ Inasmuch as the commit- 
tee has not completed its. inquiry. 

Discussing the plight of small inde- 
pendent producers and refiners, the 
report said that at the end-of May, 
the ‘‘ Standard groups "’ held 58 per 
cent. of the country's stocks of crude, 
75 per cent of the gasoline, 72 
of the kerosene and 55 per cent of the 
gas and fuel oil. 

The report stated that ten of the so 
called independents held 41 per cent of 
the remainder of the crude, 63 per cent 
of the kerosene and 48 per cent of _ 
gasoline. The balance was said 
have been divided among hundreds of 
smaller companies. 

Then it is remembered that more 
than half of the crude oil of the coun- 
“try is produced by those thousands of 
small independent producers who have 
no part in the industry except to bring 
the oil to the surface and sell it at the 
market or posted price, continued 
the report, ‘‘it is easy to see that 
these sudden and violent price fluetua- 
tions must spell disaster to this army 
of producers. 

‘The small independent refiners, 
who merely buy crude oil as best they 
can, refine it and sell it at such 
prices as they can get, are like the 
small producer, the victims of the sud- 
den and violent ent price. Tuctua' fluctuations.

TO CENTRAL AMERIC 


Three Wireless Stations to Be 
Built There and Two in the 
United States. 


The Radio Corporation of Am-rica an-| 


nounced yesterday that it had received | 


orders for the building of five radio, 


stations, three for Central America and} 
two for the United States. Each of the | 
stations will have a sending radiys, of 
more than 2,000 miles. 

The stations will be built fpr the Trop- 
ical Radio Telegraph Company and the 
United Fruit Company. The three Cen- 
tral American stations will be at the 


corners of the triangle embracing Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua and Panama. The 
Tropical Radio Telegraph stations will 
be at Managua, the j 
gua, and at Tegucigalpa, the capital of 
Honduras, which has been designated 
as the capital. of the New _ Centra! 
American Union. These stations will 
connect with the United Fruit Com- 
pany’s station at Almirante, Panama. 

The United States terminals in the 
proposed new link in the radio communi- 
cation system of the Americas will be 
at New Orleans and somewhere in the 
vicinity of Miami, The Tropical Radio 
Telegraph Company has at present a 
station at New Orleans. This is to be 
enlarged and new apparatus will be in- 
stalled. 

‘Intercommunication between 
five stations, and _ ship-to-shore 
munications with them,’ says a 
ment from the Radio Corporation 
America, “ will open up entirely new 
routes of communication between the 
Americas, one of which will be the open- 
ing of the radio route between Sogota, 
Colombia, and the United States, a dis- 
tance of more than 2,000 miles. 

“The area embraced by the _ three 
Ctntral American stations includes ap- 
proximately 54,000 square miles, Mana- 
gua, Almirante and Tegucigalpa being 
separated by 150, 360, 460 miles respec- 
tively. ¢ ommunications originating 
within the Central 
be telegraphetri over short. distances by 
land wires to the triangle group sta- 
tions, then dispatched by ra@io to the 
United States or South America by the 
New Orleans or Bogota stations. 
-eause of the layout of the three sta- 
tions, service from nearly all parts of 
Central America is practicable.

ROUTES OUTLINED 
TO BIG POLO GAME 


New York Enthusiasts Can Reach 
Rumson Field by Special Train, 
Boat or Automobile. 


The quickest routé for followers of polo 


{in this city who desire to view the Ar- 


gentine and Orange four clash in the 
first game of the international series at 
Rumson, N. J., today is by rail on the 
special train which will be run by the 
Rumgon Country Club every day that a 
match is played in the tournament. This 
train will leave the Pennsylvania Station 
at 2:50 P. M. (daylight saving time) and 
will return from Red Bank at the con- 
clusion of the match, Buses will mect 


the train at Red Bank to convey vis- 
itors to the country club. 

Many thousands of polo enthusiasts 
will go to Rumson from Manhattan by 
automobile, but are warned that at least 
three hours should be allowed from the 
Jersey side to the country club field. 
In general it may be stated that the 
motorists will be aided by the blue and 
white guide posts that mark the route 
down the Jersey coast and by numerous 
signs along the way pointing to Rumson, 
Asbury Park and other resorts in the 
Same general direction. 

After crossing any of the ferries the 
route Illes through Newark, but there is 
a detour because of the temporary clos- 
ing of the Lincoln Highway. From New- 
ark the route is through Ellzabeth, 
thence through Linden, Rahway and 
Woodbridge to Perth Amboy. Leaving 
the latter, the route is through:South 
Amboy, turning left and following the 
trolley track to Morgan, duawrence Har- 
bor and Keyport, turning right from the 
latter to Middleton Road to Red Bank. 

After coming into Red Bank the motor- 
ist will follow the trolley tracks to the 
station, turning left into the town and 
following to the end of the road. There 
is a turn to the right on Broad Street, 
and after two blocks turn to the left to 
Harding Road. This runs into Rumson 
Road, which leads directly to the Rum- 
son Country Club. 

An alternative route is by way of 
Staten Island. Take the Staten Island 
ferry at the Battery, run up over the 
hill and straight across the island to 
Tottenville. From Tottenville take the 
Perth Amboy ferry to Perth Amboy, 
from which the route proceeds as above. 

A leisurely and comfortable journey 
may be enjoyed by taking the steamers 
of the Central Railroad of New Jersey 
from the foot of West Forty-second 
Street or the foot of Cedar Street, down- 
town, which run to Atlantic Highlands. 
Steamers are met by trains for Sea- 
bright, at which town buses and taxis 
will take visitors to the Rumson Country 
Club. :

The American quartet will be com- 


posed of Grebe, owned by Richard de 
B. Boardman and E. Townsend Irvin; 
L'Esprit, owned by W. H. Childs; Clytie, 
the property of H. B. Plant, and a, 
the property of John F. Bermingham. 

The letter of the Selection Committee 
to. Vice Commodore C. Sherman Hoyt, 
Secretary of the International Commit- 
tee, ‘announcing the selection follows: 

Your Selection Committee recom- 
mend that the following team repre- 
sent the club in the coming matches 
against the British team: No. 3, 
Grebe; No. 8, L'Esprit; No. 9, Clytie; 
No, 12, Lea. 

In making this selection we have 
taken handling and ability to work as 
a team into consideration, according 
to your committee’s printed instruc- 
tions. We recommend that the ‘se- 
lected boats be instructed that they 
must sail the final matches with the 
same helmsmen who handled them in 
the trials unless they receive permis- 
gion to change from your committee.

Grebe Sailed in English Waters. 


On the American team {s one yacht 
which sailed in English waters last year 
in the initial battle for the cup, which 
was won by the British team. The 


American internafional yacht is Grebe, 
which was designed by William Gardner 
and built by Wood of City Island. 
Grebe, which was sailed last year by her 
owners, had the best individual point 
score of any yacht on either the Ameri- 
can or the English team. In her trial 
races here this week E. N. Boardman, 
brother of R. de B. Boardman, was the 
| third amateur member of the crew. 

The remaining trio of American yachts 
is composed of boats built this year, 
and only one of the helmsmen, C. Sher- 
man Hoyt, who was Captain of last 
year’s team, has had international ex- 
perience. Commodore Hoyt has been 
at the tiller of the Bermingham yacht, 
Lea, and will sail her next month. He 
has been assisted by Louis Bermingham, 
son of the owner, and Ray Bowers. Lea 
was designed by Henry J. Gielow, Inc., 
of this city, and built at Jacob's, City 
Island. 

One of the two other yachts, L'Esprit, 
is from the plans of an amateur de- 
signer, namely, Addison G. Hanan, 
whose previous success in designing 
P Class sloops has enabled him to sweep 
that class. Hanan designed two six-meter 
yachts, L’Esprit and Bally-Hoo, and 
turned the former over to William H. 
Childs of Greenwich. Bally-Hoo shewed 
behind L’ Esprit both on and off the 
wind. | L'Esprit was sailed by Butler 
Whiting, assisted by E. Burton Hart 
and J. R. Johnson. Like Grebe, she 
is a product of Wood's City Island yard. 


Selection of Clytie Interesting. 


In one respect the selection of Clytie 
is the most interesting of all, for the 


meter class primarily to get racing ex- 
perience. The skipper from Eastern 
Point, New London, is the owner of 


the New York Yacht Club 50-foot sloop 
Spartan, with which he was but indif- 
ferently successful in the many races 
for her class last year. Accordingly 
Plant decidéd this year to keep Spar- 
tan out of commission and to gain ex- 
perience with a smaller boat. He 
commissioned Fred Hoyt, who was for- 
merly associated with Gardner, to de- 
sign Clytie, which was built by Nevins, 
at City Island.

Sixteen yachts of the 6-meter rating 
measurement were eligible for the elimi- 
nation races, and fourteen sailed in 
the Oyster Bay trials. The two which 
did not take part were Mosca, owned 
by C. H. W. Foster of Marblehead, and 
Nanwa, designed and built by W. J. 
Wayte of Greenwich. The ten boats 
which, besides the four selected, sailed 
in the trial races were Sakie, F. C. 
Paine; Montauk, which sailed last year 
in England W. A. W. Stewart; Cygnet, 
Rear Commodore Paul lL. Hammond; 
Priscilla, Johnston: de Forest; Peggy, 
Clinton Crane and Hendon Chubb; 
Bally-Hoo, A. G. Hanan; Ace, Adrian 
Iselin 2nd and W. C. Langley; Syce, 
Stamford Yacht Club; Viva, Larchmont 
Yacht Club, and Undertaker, C. A. 
Welch 2d. ; 

The international races will be held 
off Oyster Bay beginning Sept. 9 and 
continuing, with a match every other 
day, until Sept. 15, unless one country 
or the other has such a lead in points 
that the final race is unnecessary. Con- 
tests will be held alternately over tri- 
angular and ndward-leeward courses, 
the distance to be twelve miles. 

The four yachts which will compose 
the English team are expected in New 
York tomorrow, two of them being 
aboard the steamship Scythia, from 
Liverpool, and two aboard Caronia, 
from Southampton. Of the four yachts 
twé@ are from designs by William Fife 
Caryl, owned by W. F. Robertson, and 
Reg, the property of N. Clark. Coila 
III. was designed by the owner, F. J. 
Stephens. The fourth member of the 
team is Jean, one of last year’s boats, 
the property of Sir John Ward. Jean 
is from designs by C. E. Nicholson, 
who drew the plans for Shamrock IV. 
One point in common _ between the 
Americans and the English yachts is 
that all will be fitted in whole or in 
part with Ratsey sails. The American 
boats have sails cut by George Ratsey 
of City Island and the English yachts 
are fitted with sails by his brother, 
vTom Ratsey of Cowes.

SOUTHAMPTON, N. Y., Aug. °25.— 
When the first round of\match play 
in the invitation tournament of the Na- 
tional Links of America started this 
morning the ratio of British and Amer- 
ican representation in the event was 
one to four. It looked as if the in- 
vading force had been repelled with 
heavy losses by the overwhelming num- 
bers of the Yankee defenders. But 
when the second round was finished 
this, afternoon the odds had shifted to 
four to one with only one representa- 
tive of Uncle Sam left in the shuffle 
for the_ honors. 

Of the host of American players who 
started in the ‘little national’’ only 
one is left to carry: the Stars and 
Stripes, George Rotan, the tall, hard- 
hitting Texan. On the other hand, the 
British still have three of their most 
formidable rivals left in the running, 
Tolley, Hooman and Torrance. Rotan 
and Hooman will finish the only inter- 
national battle in the semi-final to- 
morrow and in case the former is suc- 
cessful he will be pitted against the 
winner of the Tolley-Torrance match in 
an international final.

The more it is 
discussed by such bodies as the con- 
vention in Argentina the more fea- 
sible it should be to include all the 
nations of the world at The Hague or 
at Geneva when a new code of inter- 
national law is formulated.

KINDNESS TO ANIMALS. 

In ‘‘Tom Jones” the test of a 
“true lady” is her treatment of 
animals, and from that day till now 
England has been zealous in making 
that treatment kind. But the twentieth 
century draws it somewhat finer. A 
true lady advertised in The London 
Times the other day for a butcher 
who could satisfy her that he sold 
only the meat of animals humanely 
killed. Not long ago the English press 
was full of the subject of performing 
animals and the cruelty of their train- 
ing, and Parliament was debating an 
act to regulate such shows. Now 
comes a letter from the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals in England to the President 
of the American Humane Association, 
complaining of the films sent abroad 
from America, which are said to give 
the’ impression in England that 
cruelty to animals is allowed here. 

The President of the American 
Humane Association writes about the 
matter to The New York Herald. He 
urges greater care in the dissemina- 
tion of films that might give such 
a false impression. The point is well 
taken; but, instead of depending upon 
negative methods, why not arrange 
to have issued a series of films for 
export that would prove positively 
our humane temper? It would not be 
at all difficult, even though the pre- 
vailing standard of mercy is hardly up 
to that of the tender-hearted little 
boy who beat his playmate for pulling 
the hair from a caterpillar’s back and 
exposing it to the danger of taking

When 
the Transportation act was framed, it 
contained a provision for handling 
crisessuchas this with which we have 
for months struggled impotently, but 
it was defeated by the timid and the 
visionless. President HarpING himself, 
in a message to Congress, urged the 
framing of an industrial tribunal with 
‘*a code and charter of freedom "’ 
from the Czars of labor. Yet here we 
are. 
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Congress. Without forethought, it 
cannot be made to face a danger until 
it has falleh upon the necks of all of 
us, and then Congress acts in blind 
panic. All this will becOme increas-

DEBTS AND DISARMAMENT. 


Guarantees Dermanded as Precedent 
to Proposed Cancellation. 
To the Editor of The New York Times; 

In the controversy raised by the Earl 
of Balfour’s note regarding the cancella- 
tion of war debts there appears to me 
to have been a curious inability to 


grasp the true inwardness of the 
Situation, especially on the European 
side. It has been left for Senator 


Borah, in a statement made at Wash- 
ington, to hit the nail squarely on the 
head. The Senator points out that it 
is not simply a matter of cancellation 
of debt that is in question; America, 
if she is to forego anything of what 
is owing to her, wishes to be assured 
that the money she is giving up is not 
likely to form a fund out of which the 
crazy game of piling up arms is to be- 
gin all over again, with war as its in- 
evitable sequel. 

So that, instead of charging America 
with a grasping selfishness and a callous 
indifference to the welfare of her allies 
in Europe, it would perhaps be well to 
take stock of the position of those who 
think first.of the future of the world 
rather than of the actual money involved 
in our mutual debts. 

For, after all, the outlook as it affects 
the possibility of war in the future is 
of infinitely more importance than: the 
£850,000,000 Britain owes to the United 
States or the £3,400,000,000. which her} 
European allies owe to Britain. Senator 
Borah can see not only that there is 
reluctance on the part of European and 
Asiatic countries to put into force the 
disarmament agreements, but that there 
is in his own country still a large sec- 
tion of people who are by no means 
fully converted to President Harding’s 
peace proposals. Therefore, he asks for 
guarantees before any step ‘is taken 
toward the cancellation of debts, and in 
this I am in entire agreement with him. 

Senator Borah will have done the world 
a@ service if he can persuade his own 
people, by the exercise of the financial 
advantage they at present hold, to keep 
to their bond the countries subscribing 
to the disarmament proposals. The} 
question of reducing armaments and the 
ruling out of the inhuman inventions 
and barbaric practices introduced dur- 
ing the recent war are of far more con- 
sequence than any monetary considera- 
tion.

The Labor Bonus and the Farmer. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

For five years railway men and railway 
capital have been receiving a bonus of, $2,500,- 
000,000 annually. This figures out about 
$12,500,000,000. Railroad freight and pas- 
senger rates touch every man’s pocketbook. 
These men, alert and able as they were, did 
not realize what was about to happen as did 
the business element who were in the habit 
of paying freight bills. As a cold fact of 
economic history, not a single instance of 
high wages and low prices at the same time 
can be cited. Railway wages were enor- 
mousiy advanced before the great advance 
in railroad freight and passenger rates. 

The farmers are beginning to realize this 
truth. The manufacturers, the dealers, the 
middlemen can pass the increased cost on to 
the ultimate consumer. The largest body of 
ultimate consumers in this country are the 
farmers. Because of that labor bonus, the 
farmers have received less for what they 
sold and paid more for what they bought. 
Most of that six thousand million dollars 
was taken out of the farmer’s pocketbook. 
On the most of his products he has to 
accept the export price, less the freight, 
insurance, commission, wastage. Any bonus, 
any scheme to tax one class for the benefit 
of the other class, will in the ultimate analy- 
sis be paid mainly by the farmers, without 
recourse. 

No one has ever proposed a bonus of a 


billion dollars for the farmers. Let each 
tub stand on its own bottom.

LONDON, Aug. °25.—Dr. Carlos Aldu- 
nate, Chilean delegate to the Washing- 
ton conference at which the protocol 


Was drawn up between Chile and Peru 
settling the Tacna-Arica controversy, is 
now in London in the course of a Euro- 
pean tour. 

Dr. Aldunate has called the attention 
of THe New YorK TIMES correspon- 
dent to an editorial article which re- 
cently appeared in THE New York 
TIMES and wherein a parallel was 
drawn between the action of the Amer- 
ican Senate in regard to the Versailles 
Treaty.and the reported repudiation by 
the Chilean Senators of the Washington 
agreement. 

Dr. Aldunate states that so far from 
having been called back ta Chile to 
make explanations to the Senate re- 
arding the signing of the protocol with 

ru, he intends to remain in Euro 
for some months. Furthermore, in the 
light of his most recent and trustworthy 
information from Santiago, he is in a 
Position to affirm that the Chilean- 
Peruvian protocol negotiated at Wash- 

ngton will be ratified by almost a 
unanimous vote of the Chilean Senate 
as soon as it reaches that body. 

The protocol is being taken to Chile 
by a special courier who left New York 
on Aug. 12. 


WHERE MONEY IS NO OBJECT 


Captain of Wrecked American 
Schooner Enjoys Tagawa Islet Life. 


HONOLULU, T. H., Aug. 25 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—A sunny coral isle in the 
South Seas, where lazy palms fringe 
the coral atolls and the women, young 
and beautiful, outnumber the men more 
than fourteen to one, and where thirty 
cents lasts a month—this is the story 
told of Tagawa, an islet of the Ellice 
group, by Captain J. A. T. Olsen of the 


American schooner Henriette, wrecked 
July 16. Captain Olsen and members of 
his crew reached Honolulu today on the 
British steamer Hauraki, which picked 
them up at Tagawa, and is taking them 
to San Francisco. 

‘* Tagawa is-the only habitable island 
of the ‘Ellice group. Its population con- 
sists of 190 persons, of whom only 
twelve are men,” said Captain Olsen. 

** We struck at night, and at.dawn we 
tried for the shore. Before we hit the 
coral we saw native men, clad only in 
loin cloths, pushing an outrigger canoe 
into the water, and with their assistance 
we made shore in safety. If it had not 
been for the natives we probably would 
have lost our lives in the heavy surf. 

‘*The chief of the tribe, a husky Sa- 
moan, turned over his grass hut palace 
to the mate and myself to be used as 
our private quarters. We certainly did 
not laek for entertainment. I had a 
great. time and would not have missed 
the experience for any money. I had 
only thirty cents in my packet, but 
money was no object.

ELLIS WARD, FAMOUS 
OARSMAN, DIES AT 7 


Coach of U. of P. Crews for Near- 
ly 35 Years Was One of Nine 
Brothers, All Scallers. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 25.—Ellis F. 
Ward, rowing coach, died today from 
paralysis, with which he was stricken 
three months ago. He was 77 years 
old and until ‘his retirement in 1913 had 
been coach of the University of Penn- 
sylvania crews nearly thirty-five years. 
There were nine brothers, all famous 
as oarsmen. 

Ellis Ward was a@ finished sculler, and 
many of his original ideas were adopted 
by caHeges and clubs throughout the 
world. 

In 1866 Harvard entered a six-oared 
crew in the Boston citizens’ regatta 
and invited the Ward brothers to meet 
them. There were five Wards in the 
boat and one outsider, George Ward 
having been detained by ‘an accident. 
The Wards won and followed with vic- 
tories at Lake Quinsigamond and at 
Worcester, Mass., both at three miles, 
and in 1871 Ellis Ward and three of his 
brothers won the world's champion- 
ship for four miles with a turn at Sara- 
toga Lake, making a record of 24 min- 
utes 40 seconds, which still stands.

Stock Exchange Prices React 
After Strength—Further De- 
cline in French Exchange. 





For the reaction which occurred on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday, after an ir- 
regular advance in the earlier market, 
the failure of the effort to settle the 
railway dispute through arrangement 
between separate companies and their 
striking shopmen was. commonly held 
responsible. Few people in or ott of 
Wall Street, however, had expected any 
other result. It was evident that the 
shoperaft union was insisting on recog- 
nition of restored seniority privileges as 
@ principle and on the nation-wide ap- 
plication of it, and would therefore re- 
ject the proposal of action by individual 
railways whose situation might make 
such restoration possible without -con- 
ceding the principle. The view of the 
matter generally taken in’ financial cir- 
eles was that the shopmen’s union now 
stands quite alone in the matter, since 
the mediating brotherhoods had pressed 
for acceptahce of a compromise, and 
that, this being so, the next davelop- 
mént is not unlikely to be the individual 
return of the strikérs and the gradual 
collapse of the strike. 

The stock market’s movement was not 
uniform. Some stocks gained ground for 
the day, and priees of those which de- 
clined were in most cases left some- 
what higher than the closing quotations 
of last week. As a rule, they ended 
yesterday at a slight recovery from 
the day’s lowest. There was not much 
discussion of the proposals in Congress 
for the Governmént to take ovér and 
operate the coal mines in which the 
strike continues. From the first this 
proposal, whether applied to mines ofr 
railways, has been regarded in financial 
circles as no practicable solution. Only 
on the suppoSition of the Government's 
Surrender to all the demands of the strik- 
ing employes could Federal operation ac- 
complish more in resuming production 
than private operation is accomplishing. 

Foreign exchange was distinctly affect- 
ed by thé announcement that thé confer- 
ence of the Reparation Commission with 
the German Government ‘had failed of 
results; but the movement of Eurtpean 
rates was remarkably conflicting, as it 
had been the day before. The mark 
went @ small fraction lower, the franc 
lost nearly %4 cent for the day, and 
Belgian and Italian exchange fave way 
sharply. But Czech exchange advanced 
again, Dutch exchange was higher and 
the Swedish rate went within a trifling 
fraction of parity. 

To the exteng that the fall in marks 
and francs is sgPposed to arise from féar | 
of political or mfiltary action by France, 
it would logically follow that the other 
exchanges would also bé unsettled. The| 
probability, therefore, 1s that tha weak- | 





ness in French, Italian and Belgian rates 
is based on the fact that théir finances 
can no longer reckon on the German | 


reparations payments. This considera- 
tion may be overdrawn as an influence 
on the markets of the moment, because 
the present situation in the reparations | 
matter has been cléarly inipending ever 
since the middle of July. But specula- 
tive pressure” has unquestionably been | 
heavier this week, and yesterday there 
were declines both In the French war | 
loans at Paris and in the French Re-| 
public's 8 and 7% per cents on ‘the New} 
York Stock Exchange. 

The week-end mercantile trade rév lews{” 
fairly reflect the prevalent spirit of per- 
plexity over the immediate business out- 
look. One of them describés this weéek’s 
markets as embodying ‘‘a degree of ir- 
regularity surpassing anything noted in | 
recent months.” Undoubtédly the strikes | 
have in more than one way acted as a 
repressive influence; but, outside per- | 
haps of the steel trade, there is ex- 
traordinarily little visible indication of 
the drift of things.

Transit Commission Orders 
Plans for Lengthening the 
Fourth Avenue Line. 





WOULD AID STATEN ISLAND 





Ferry Service May Be Established 
Until Tunnel Route 
Selected. 





What is believed to be the first step 
fn giving Staten Island a rapid transit 
connection with the other boroughs of 
the city was taken yesterday when the 
Transit Commission directed Robert 
Ridgway, its chief engineer, to prepare 
plans and form of contract for the ex- 
tension of the Fourth Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, subway from its present terminus 
at Ejighty-sixth Street to Fort Hamil- 
ton. The commission fixed Sept. 12 at 
10:30 A. M. as the time for a public 
hearing on the location of stations on 
the extended line. 

The extension will probably be the 
first to be built under the commission's 
construction program calling for the ex- 
penditure of $218,000,000 for new rapid 
transit Hines. The action of the commis- 
sion in advanctng this particular work 
was in line with the recent promise of 
George McAneny, Chairman of the com- 
mission, made at a hearing a few weeks 
ago. 

The other route proposed for a Staten 
Island tunnel is a branch from the 
Fourth Avenue subway from near Sixty- 
eeventh Street to Tompkinsville. The 
commission has not yet announced its 


aecision as to which of the routes to 
Staten Island it will favor, but it is be- 
lieved to favor the Fort Hamilton route. 

Chief Engineer Ridgway, in reporting 
in favor of the extension to Fort Hamil- 
ton, said that a considerable territory 
would be‘served by it and estimated that 
the cost would be about $1,000,000 

The commission has given considera- 


“ tion to. the possibility of establishing a 


ferry service at Fort Hamilton in con- 
nection with the southern route before 
thé construction of a tunnel and makin 

rapid transit available to Staten Islan 

sévéral yéars before it could bé done if 
the Tompkinsville route were selected. 
The cost of the tunnel under the Nar- 
rows from Fort Hamilton is estimated at 
$20,000,000. The tunnel to Tompkinsville 
would cost about $4,000,000 more.

Arrangements for fusion between the

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 25.—A

jon the development of oil lands in Mex- 
jican oil districts. President Obregon; 
| will issue, through Miguel Alleseo, 
| Robles, Secretary of Industry and Com-' 
| merce, a new decree permitting the ma- 
| jority Owners of one tfact of land to 
| proceed to exploit for oil. 
| drilling will be issued immediately after 
|the recipients give bond to the Govern- 


|ment to protect the interests of the 
| minority holders. 
Large tracts of land in Tampico and 
|Vera Cruz are held by a number of 
owners, each having a share of land 
‘and in a number of cases valuable 
lands known to have oil could not be 
developed through the refusal of one 
{owner to make a lease or develop, and 
‘no lease was considered legal unless all 
the owners agreed. 

Especially in the Huasteca region im- 
mense tracts of land are held both in 
| family and in community, and the re-

| The interests of dissenting owners, un- 
der the new ruling will be protected and 
a share of the profits guaranteed by the 
Government through inspectors who will 
make reports of the actual work and 
production.
